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Keller Seeks Orphans’ Court Judgeship For Bucks 


' HARRISBURG (UPI) - Local 
government problems stemming 
from population tides uncovered 
by last year’s census may force 
a flood of legislation into the 1961 
General Assembly. 
The most publicized offshoot of 
decennial 
nosecount 
is 
re­ 
apportionment of Pennsylvania’s 
congressional districts, with three 
of the present 30 seats being 
dropped. In addition. Democratic 
legislators are expected to press 
for recarving of state House and 
Senate constituencies. 


Lesser known — but in some 
cases equally as troublesome- 
wili be the problems encountered 
by the eight counties and two 
cities which must change classi­ 
fication 
because 
of 
population 
shifts since 1950. 
Prepare Legislation 
At least two senators are pre­ 
paring bills designed to either 
take advantage of or cope with 
the new status of their home 
areas. 
Sen.* 
Marvin 
V. Keller, R- 
Bucks, will seek creation of an 


orphans’ court judgeship in his 
county, scene of a spectacular 
growth propelling it from fifth to 
third class. An opposite trend in 
Scranton will lead Sen. Hugh J. 
McMenamin, 
D-Lackawanna, to 
offer a bill freezing the city’s 
second class A classification in­ 
stead of having it fall immediate­ 
ly to the third class. 
A law approved by the 1959 
legislature holds Erie to a third 
class status for IO years though 
its new figures indicate it can 
move up to second class A. 


Preliminary figures also show 
one-spot rises for these counties: 
Lancaster to third; Cumberland 
to fifth, and Adams, Mifflin and 
Warren to sixth. However, Lacka­ 
wanna will slip one notch to 
fourth and Greene will decline a 
slot to seventh. 
The classification changes are 
more than just on paper. They 
bring with them overhaul of gov­ 
ernmental structure, 
pay revi­ 
sions for officials and shifts in 
taxing abilities. 
For example, 
Bucks County, 


which shot past the 250,000 re­ 
quirement for a third class coun­ 
ty by recording 307,000 residents, 
became eligible for the proposed 
Orphan’s Court judgeship allotted 
each county of the fourth class 
or better. The county also gets 
permission to create a board to 
handle property assessments, a 
task now borne by the county 
commissioners. 
Other Counties Affected 
In Bucks also, the changing 
status has touched off a political 
row, with the county Republican 


organization accusing Gov. David 
L. Lawrence of dragging his feet 
on certifying the county’s new 
classification. 
The dispute stems from the fact 
that Lawrence has refused to sign 
certification papers although the 
U.S. Census Bureau delivered of­ 
ficial 
Bucks County population 
figures to his office last month. 
The governor said he would sign 
all new certifications ai one time 
and to date the Lancaster County 
totals are the only other figures 
received. 


A ruling by the state .Justice | 
Department delaying the effective! 
date of any revisions until Janu-i 
ary, 1962, also enters the picture. 
The theory behind the ruling was 
to provide a period of transition. 
Sought Lawrence Signature 
Bucks County officials appar-! 
ently interpreted the entire pro­ 
ceedings to mean row officers 
elected next November could not 
benefit from pay increases nor* 
could they put the proposed Or­ 
phans’ Court judgeship on this 


year’s ballot. Thus they sought a 
Lawrence signature late last year 
on the theory the changes would 
be effective this month instead of 
next year. 
Reportedly, 
political 
activity 
also surrounded the certification 
for 
Cumberland 
County, 
with 
Democrats applying the pessure 
there. The county's fifth class 
status makes it eligible for a 
county controller and Democrats 
purportedly sought early certifica­ 
tion so Lawrence could name one 
of their own to the new post.
